Quoen's lalio boili their home g-ames, but 
on both occasion!: the football ex- 
hibitod g.-ivc then, little to enthuse 
over. Queen's 14 to 0 victory over Mc- 
Cill bronght out little In the way of 
jrood lURby and Saturday's exhibition 
in llie Limestone City while bcinfr 
Kound football offered nothing i" ihe 
way of spectacular playing until five 
minutes from the final whistle. 

Il was careful p:;iy adopted by boUi 
f;:.les that turned the game into mono- 
tonouB If bitter buttle, de<'old of sen- 
Katlonal runs. There was not the 
spectacle .such as, has been witnessed 
when McGiU and Toronto met or 
when the tri-color played here a week 
"ago. Neither team made many mis- 
takes but their reluctance to open up 
Ihe game resulted In a colorless dis- 
play of football They had no excuses 
in the condition of the gridiron which 
though soggy was fairly fast. 

Queen's after the first quarter took 
to a kicking game and no style of play 
l>y Varsity could make them change 
their tactics. In the opening quarter, 
the trl-colOr took a few chances— 
i;;ostly on trj-lng for yards on their 
third down and though generally suc- 
t i^stul gave this up atarting the sec- 
ond quarter. A'arslty got started In 
tlilH frame and assumed -a lino crash- 
ing offensive In an effort to wear 
down the Queen's team and against 
1 h is attack; • Bill Hughes' proteges 
elected to kick waiting for a break. 
There were no I'ltaks until the laKt 
five mlnutea when Queon's got a 25- 
yard penalty aJid the blue and white 
on the fifteen yard line could not tie 
the score, Varsity twice had breaks 
tjood enough to give them the game 
ljul lack of final puch for victory. 

The UckHng by both teams' outside 
wings WM one of the features of the 
tight play. Rarely if ever did the 
catching halves get away' for rune 
und Batstone in particular was well 
watched. On every catch the Queen's 
half was swa-mped by two and oUen 
three Vaislty tACklers and by the end 
of the first halt th« heavy play began 
to I'-'ll on him. Ho stuck to his game, 
iiowcver, in kicking to the Varsity 
haJves and it -was only his unflinching 
courage that kept bim on his feet. 

Varsity resorted a good deal to llne- 
plunglng in an attempt to amaah the 
Queen's defense and StwUery, Snydor, 
tjarroll aJid Rykert carried the brunt 
of the attack Queen's wilted under the 
tremendous drive in the laat quarter, 
but even atter marching up the field 
tixty yards theee tactics got the blue 
and while nowhere, for Hughes rush- 
;Cd substitutes into the breach to stem 
Ahe tide. Varsity have yot to learn that 
ten' yards are the hardest. 

■The kicking by both sides wa-s good 
i.'onsidering the circumstances under 
which the punters were working. Be.t- 
(itoue wan mauled badly by the Var- 
sity wings yet he kicked oonslstcnlly 
and well and twice returned kiqka tor 
gains of twenty-five yards when 
Ciuecn's needed those yards badly, 
'J'rimble aesumed the kicking burden 
for Varsity and poor snapping and a 
weak kick formation ba4 him \vorricd 
all afternoon. In the third quart«r 
ho was forced to kick aldeways in the 
fashion of rugger players iuid three 
times in succession aimed his boots 
' at the passboi:. He did extremely well 
to get his kicks away at all and not- 
withstanding tills handicap had an 
edge on Batstone in distance.

First Meeting Of League Of Nations 
Club 

BUNCE CONVENOR 



Many Racial Differences Re- 
quire Large Measure of 
Diplomacy 



The League ot Nations Club held Its 
first meeting of tho sciuion last night, 
when "Bunny" Buncc w,i8 elected con- 
venor for the coming 'year. A very 
interesting pitpcr was read, by Prof- 
essor Parsons, Honorary Prcaldonl of 
the club, giving, a general oullliio of 
the l.citgue ot Nations. 

"The main object ot the League." 
said the speaker, "is to prevent armed 
conflict between nations who fancy 
that they have a grievance." Ho then 
went on to show that the League has 
alroiidy done much good work along 
this line, as is evinced by the settle- 
ment pt the'iargument between Poland 
and Llthamla, which looked really 
'serious for a time. 

This International gathering, how- 
ever, which consists ot about one hun- 
dr^ii and fifty membcra. Is in its origin, 
an allied Institution, and much deli- 
cacy'' Is required in the handling of In- 
dividual disputes. In spite of all that 
has been done, there are still racial 
differences, and besides, It must be 
realised that the allied view Is not the 
only one In International politics. The 
handling, therefore, of such problems 
as Idiiiârmàmc'nt requires a large mea- 
stare 'of diplomacy. 

Professor Parsons also told of the 
wonderful work that the League la do-; 
Ing In the control ot drug traffic, and 
of public health. ThUs last dy)art- 
ment is very extensive, for health re- 
ports are collooted regularly from all 
parts of tho world, and if an epidemic 
should break out in some eastern port, 
all shipping Interests would Immedi- 
ately 'be warned of the danger. 

Thus we see that the league is not 
merely a committee, formed to keep 
the world from shooting Itself to 
pieces, as a deplorable large number 
of people suppose, but rather an' inter- 
national assembly, designed to bo as 
of much service as possible to human- 
ity in general. 

The League of Nation.s Club will 
hold their Jicxt meeting on Dec. 5, 
when three papers will be read on 
"The British Commonwealth ot Na- 
tions."

HK largest crowd that 
ever fought its way 
Into Richardson 
Stadium saw the 
Queen's senior foot- 
ball team, four-time 
rhamplons, defeat Viiraity 3 to 1 to 
force a throe-cornernd tie In the battle 
for the 192C Intercollegiate honors, at 
Kingston on Saturday. Ten thousand 
people w-atched football history in "the 
making — the fir.st tinio .since 1.S3S 
when the intercollegiate union was in- 
augurated that the series has ended 
with each team winning all its homo 
games. Two thousand of that great 
throng were Varsity .supportpr.s who 
watched their team ga down in ilefe.at, 
throwing away chances of victory and 
losing a title that was twice within 
their grasp. Varsity must now battle 
for ,the,^honors on foreign ground for 
at the meeting of the union Immediate- 
ly after the game, it was decided that 
Toronto and McOill should play the 
first of the two games here on. Satur- 
day, Queen's the victors In Saturday's 
struggle, drawing the bye. 

Cheered to vlctorj' by thousands ot 
graduates who Journeyed to Kingston 
for reunion week, Queen's fought a de- 
termined battle against a driving blue 
and white attack. Both sides played 
tight football but It was Varsity that 
carried the game to Queen's. For 
three periods, the great Toronto bat- 
tering ram smashed at the trl-color 
lino making no attempt at spectacular 
play but simply trying to wear down 
the opposition by the fury of their 
atwck. Play after pkiy s;nv Snydtn-, 
Stollery and Carroll hurl themselves at 
the Queoii'.s liin.' and on the kkks 
tackle hard and sure with a regularity 
that wore on Batstone until he was 
scarcely able to gee to \\U feet. Against 
th:s furious drive, Queen's oould ilo 
nothing but kick tmd wait for a break, 
and opportunists that they are they 
had amassed three points by the end 
ot the third quarter. The Une plung- 
ing that they attempted' on their own 
went for naught and when they scored 
it was on the brilliant work of Bat- 
stone und Voss who stood up in mira- 
culous fashion under the terrific pum- 
melling tliey got from the Varsity 
tacklcrs. , 

But In the fourth <iuurter saw the 
til-color wilt under the strain. Vosa 
limped oft the field with an Injured 
nnklo and Batstone was badly shaken 
by rough usage at tho hands of Var- 
sity was wobbling, around and keep 
inn sdIhk oil his iiiM ve alone. Stung 
into action by ii safety touch that sent 
the score up t(r tlireo points against 
them were»deurly won. Varsity w-ent 
on It mad march for vlctgry. Tho tri-

But Varsity were to hay'SKç& tti er 
chance. A no-yards penalty'offwen- 
ty-tive yards gave them the ball on 
Queen's twenty. Two bucks got them 
hut five and wKh only fifteen yards 
out, quarterback Hargraft elected . to 
try a field goal. It was a dramatic/ 
moment As finyder fell back to take 
the snap, the Varsity Une tell Into Ita 
triangular kick formation and thé 
Queen's rooters slitting in the main 
stand looked down the_open end 'to 
see the snapback, quarter and Snyder ^ 
in a perfect Une, the three pirlnclpaiy 
in a play that would decide the Inter-, 
collob'late championship. It was a ^et^ 
tiiiL; rarely seen In Cootball games, and 
looked as If It had been staged f orra 
"shoot" in making a film.- A porten- 
tlous silence fell on the huge throng 
and not a sound was heard except the 
droning voice of Hargraft as he called 
his iilgnals. Out came the ball in a per- 
fect snap but as Snyder attempted the 
kick Bubs Briiton dashed through to 
block it and a Queen's man secured. 
It proved to bo a signal fit a wild and 
tumultous roar from the Queen's sup- 
porters. 'Varsity had been handed.the 
game on a silver platter and they fail- 
ed because their line oould not hold. 

It waa then that Hargraft,;th«>young 
Varsity recruit from R.iLC. walked 
off the field disappointed and halt 
subbing with the bitter experierice of 
failure. He had lead his team up the;,' 
field on a wild march for victory and' 
when fortune threw^ him another 
chance, his line failed him.

Compares Permanence of 
Color in Pastels and 
in Oils 

Leonard Richmond, the world's 
greatest pastetist, pave a lecture hint 
night n.t the People's Forum, on "The 
Moaning and Mcssago of Beauty," 
I''i'of. Wnugh was In the chnlr. 

Air. Richmond's advice is to get 
above material discomforts. "You 
can only gel beauty llirougli art clian- 
nols." Bcauliful color Is akin to spi- 
ritual beatity." ".\rt Is tlio oldest re- 
ligion of the whole world; it Is pure, 
it is imassalble." 

It is more important to- have beauti- 
ful homes, than to have beautiful pub- 
lic buildings. We spend so little of 
our lime in public buildings and so 
much of it in our homes. It is not 
tirt to have a largo picture at one end 
of a wall, a smaller one next to it, 
and .a still .tnmller one beside the se- 
cond. It gives the roum a tilted ap- 
pearajiee. The same thing Is true of 
ti room with all the heavy furniture 
at one end, and all the light furni- 
ture at the other end. - 

Color has a great affect on one's 
mentality. "I could not speak in this 
room if it was nil red." 

Mr. Richmond: then oxpLiincd the 
composition of pastels. The chalk is 
procured from a quorry in England 
near Dover, and is brought to London 
where 11 is ground and the color is 
added. The first pastel picture was 
done about 300 years ago. 

John Russel's son did a portrait of a 
prominent London Alderman. When 
the picture was completed. It was 
shown to the officials who refused to 
accept it because it was done in com- 
mon chalk. He did another in oils, 
and today the colors ar,e. indistingu- 
ishable. The pastel, portriiit, although 
over a hundred years 'é|là*; is aa fresh 
as the day it was finished. 

Richmond pictures two men looking 
at a wood. The poet fells the scene, 
but the artist sees it. Art Is the salt 
of .the earth.' Mr. Richmond stated that 
htf'never used Jiote3,^tind seldom pre- 
pared a lecture. If a man cannot 
speak from his own experience, then 
tie sbeiildn't be a lecturer. 

In conclusion he stated that it you 
do the thing in lite that gives you the 
greatest sattatactlon, then you are do- 
ing the thing that the Creator wishes 
you to do. "Get away from conven- 
tionality; get away from artificiality."
